understood that the Bulgarians 
said that Heath was unwelcome In 
their country. 
This sudden latest thrust in dip- 


lomatic duelling which has been 
going on for months was met with 
reports here that formal diplo- 
matic relations with the Commu- 
nist Balkan country are likely to 
be severed, probably today, 
Bulgaria and the U, S. have 


been at odds since the Sofia gov- 
ernment sprang up behind the Iron 
Curtain in early postwar days. 
The U, S. has backed several 
charges In the United Nations that 
Bulgaria gave haven and suppofl 
to guerrilla forces warring against 
Greece. 
The United Slates and Britain 
have charged that Bulgaria, Ro- 
mania and Hungary have violated 
their peace treaty guarantees of 
fundamental human rights. 
Bulgaria said last night the In- 
ternational Court of Justice at 
The Hague was not empowered to 
delve into these charges. Romania 
and Hungary already have taken 
similar position. 
Bulgaria sent the court a let- 
ter, signed by Foreign Minister 
Vladimir Poptomov, which said 
that Bulgaria was not a member

Hydrogen Bomb Is Explosive

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THE BACKWARD AREAS 


Most of the nations of the British Com- 


monwealth ore giving favorable considera- 
tion to it plan to develop a self-aid program 
to develop resource* and raise living stand- 
Rrds in British areas, particularly in south- 
eas! Asia. Admittedly with an eye on United 
States aid and President Truman's "Point 
Four" proposal for technical assistance to 
underdeveloped areas, the sponsors of the 
Commonwealth plan say it should be carried 
out through existing international organi- 
zations, such as commissions and other sub- 
sidiary groups of the United Nations. 


American enthusiasm for the Point Four 


idea has no doubt b«en greatly dampened 
by thoughts of its possible cost, which is at 
present a matter of the most hazy guess- 
work. It Is encouraging to find another 
strong national unit taking an interest in 
the broad principles involved. Despite the 
straitened circumstances of ltd member na* 
tions at present, the British Commonwealth 
represents substantial solid wealth in re« 
aources alrewly developed, and possibly 
greater potential wealth in undeveloped re- 
sources. The Commonwealth and the British 
Colonial holdings embrace some of the most 
promising undeveloped areas In the world. 
Under a program of mutual assistance, a 
great deal of the kind of development en- 
visioned in the Point Four idea could be 
brought about in the Commonwealth with- 
out any American governmental Investment. 
There might t>e good opportunities for pri- 
vate investment. 


The underdeveloped areas of the world in 


large part are that way not because of lack 
of material riches but simply because the 
riches which are there have not been put 
to u*e. The idea of bringing these untapped 
riches to light and putting them to work 
promises better living for the whole world. 


LITERATURE OF ESCAPE 


Children who devote their voluntary read- 


ing time to the comic books are only follow- 
ing an example set by elders who choose 
thoir reading material for its ability to help 
thorn escape reality, says Dr. Lawrence A. 
Averill of the State Teachers College of Wor- 
cester, Massachusetts. 


There may be more than a little In what 


he says. Comic books as juvenile literature 
have their parallel in a huge mass of adult 
fictional and periodic literature which is 
frankly sensational and appeals to nothing 
except the desire to be entertained. Chil- 
dren ape most of the other habits of their 
elders-, why should they not also D» expected 
to ape adult reading habits?

mind for a moment. Reading which Is purely 
entertaining i« needed oflee in a while, along 
with other forms of relaxation. But most of

There are 
some, I know, who wait for l>5 to roll around so. 
that they can retire, sit about seeming wise but 
doing nothing. I would find such inactivity harsh. 
And yet, that is the pattern which is being set by a 
tax system that syphons off savings and Forces de- 
pendency. 


When an administration finds it necessary to 
charge its citizens a minimum of $42,000,000,000 a 
year, the cJUAns ought to make sure thut no part 
of that sum is being used to make them dependents. 
In the "Communist Manifesto," Karl Marx and 
Frledrieh Engels stipulate the measures necessary 
to destroy a society such as ours and which "... 
are unavoidable as a means of entirely revolution* 
izing the mode of production." Altogether they 
propose 10 steps, the second of which is "a heavy 
progressive or graduated income tax." Obviously, 
they were correct, but they could not have fore- 
seen such a tax system as ours which would syphon- 
off so great a share of individual earnings, as to 
destroy the Incentive to achieve—a system that 
substitutes security for enterprise,

tric adopted what it terms "the 
incentive system of employe com- 
pensation." At first thought one 
might suppose that it was mere- 
ly a bonus, or piece-work, plan— 
Whereby workers were driven to 
higher production through extra

was held over the 
pay, while 
stop-watch 
benches, 
^ 
This isn't so at all. The Incen- 
tive plan i? n well-rounded, care- 
fully-worked 
arrangement 
that 
accomplishes gains for "all four 
—labor, management, stockhold- 
ers, and austomers of the com- 
pany's products (welding equip- 


President J. F. Lincoln h»s 
slated that "when a businesses 
organized «aml operated With in- 
centive management, everypody 
benefits." If you dig into the re- 
suits you will be inclined to ac- 
cept this statement at face value. 
For example, you will find these 
accomplishments, and others: — 
The number of people employed 


today is three times the number 
who were at work to 1933— imply- 
ing the company haa held a strong 
competitive position in the. indus- 
try. Moreover, not an hour has 
been lost through labor misunder- 
standings or controversies, 
Labor turnover 
is practically 


unknown. 
Prices of Lincoln products have 
been steadily reduced and today 
sell for a "fraction" of the prices 
of 15 years ajjo. 
Wages have been increased un- 
til they are 
now approximately 
double what is paid by other con- 
cerns In the s«me type of work, 
Dividends have been paid with- 


out interruption. 
The company naturally takes 
pride in these achievements and in 
its extraordinary 
growth. You 
will find, I am told, equal enthu- 
siasm among the workers. My son 
paid a visit to the plant a year or 
two ago and he was impressed by 
the "jump-up-and-go" spirit that 
seemed to pervade the • place. He 
was given to understand that 
there is always a "waiting list" for 
jobs—testifying to the workers' 
satisfaction with their jobs. The 
average workm-s' ineom<* last year 
was in excess of $5,000, I believe — 
certainly far above the average 
pay even in these days of sensa- 
tional wage advances, 
Fundamentally, of course, these 
results have come from increased 
productivity per man. It is only 
through increased production per 
man-hour thai costs can come 
down and workers' pay go up.

second of the series of three 
Woodstock winter eonc'ert* is pre> 
aented Feb. 12, Frank Mele, mu- 
sician-composer, who was a re> 
cent winner of one of the Wood' 
stock Foundation awards, will 
play the viola in the Brahms 
Quartet. 
A native of Rochester, Frank 
Mele studied at the 
Eastman 
School of Music and continued 
his studies with Andre Polah at 
Syracuse where be joined the 
Syracuse Symphony. He was eo- 
concertmaster and assistant con- 
ductor of the orchestra. Later he 
joined the Rochester Symphony 
under Jose Iturbi, and his works 
have been performed by the fa- 
mous orchestra with IturW con- 
ducting.
